To mate with these heif- 
ers Sir Erix Boon was purchased from 
Reed Bros. This bull, a son of Shade- 
land Bruin and Erix 4th’s Shadeland 
Boon, proved to be a sire of splendid 
transmitting quality, one of his daugh- 
ters making a record of 25.2 lb: at 10 
years, and another 22.93 lb. in the 
years when that was considered an 
especially good record. Each of these 
daughters has a 30-lb. daughter, and 
numerous other 30-lb. descendants, 
The next sire was De Kgl Pietertje 
Prince 2d, purchased from Henry Ste- 
vens & Sons, Lacona, N. Y. He was 
a son of De Kol Pietertje Prince, who 
was a three-fourths brother to Hen- 
gerveld De Kol and Pietertje Henge:- 
veld’s Count De Kol and out of Mary’s 
Charm’s Ethel, an untested cow.

In comparison with all the sires that 
ever lived, regardless of their num- 
ber of A. R. O. daughters, Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld stands 5th for 25-lb. daugh- 
ters; is tied for 3d place for 29-ib.

ground oats, oil meal and bran is fed 
dry. After the whole milk is discon- 
tinued, the grain is fed in the form 
of a slop with the skim milk, a mixture 
of one part of oil meal and two parts 
middlings being used. At the start the 
grain is cooked before adding the 
milk. This slop is continued until the 
animal is about a year old, although 
warm water is gradually substituted 
for the skim milk at about seven or 
eight months. Mr. Robens feeds plen- 
ty of hay from the start, but does not 
give ensilage until the calf is about 
nine or ten months old. During the 
summer time the calves three or four 
months old, and older, run out in a 
yard at night and are kept in away 
from the sun and flies in the day 
time. This practice has likewise been 
followed during the present summer 
with the milking herd, and Mr. Ro- 
bens is enthusiastic over the way it 
works out. 

The Pleasant Hill combination of

HOLSTEINS AT THE NEW 
YORK STATE FAIR 
By M. S. Prescott. 


What the Holstein exhibit at the 
the New York State Fair lacked in 
quantity it made up in quality. Only 
four breeders were represented at all, 
and one of these only by a bull calf, 
the total number of animals present 
being 42. For this condition, of course 
the foot and mouth disease epidemic 
was largely responsible, as it not only 
debarred all out-of-state exhibitors, 
but deterred many New York State 
Breeders who would otherwise have 
been present. Thus while competition 
in all but a few classes was very light, 
the leaders in practically every in- 
stance were animals good enough to 
exhibit anywhere. For instance, last 
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year, with plenty of competition, in 
the class for senior heifer calves, R. 
M. Stone & Son won first and second 
and Junior Championship. The same 
two heifers were exhibited this year 
as senior yearlings, the same one again 
winning first and Junior Champion- 
ship, while the other heifer dropped 
down to third place. 

King Cornucopia Sadie Vale, who 
had no competition in his class (aged 
pull) has developed into a bull of rare 
and massive individuality, weighing 
at present 2400 lbs. He has a splendid 
putt, and extraordinary ribbing. His 
rudimentaries and hide are likewise 
worthy of a champion, while his style 
and general carriage-are such as might 
be expected from a son of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Jr. Mr. Nye 
considers him a worthy successor to 
his sire. King Cornucopia Sadie Vale 
was made Senior and Grand Champion 
male, having worthy contenders in De 
Kol Hengerveld Plum, a_ 3-year-old, 
owned by L. J. Carrier, Phoenix, and 
H. P. Smith, Smyrna, N. Y., and 
Stone’s two first prize calves. 

De Kol Hengerveld Plum is a son 
of Judge Hengerveld De Kol and the 
first 33-lb. cow, De Kol Plum Copia. 
He is practically all white, and an 
exceedingly well turned individual. His 
young calves, on exhibition, spoke well 
for his transmitting quality. 

The outstanding winner among the 
females was Tulip Pietertje Koningen 
2d, a daughter of Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad, Jr., She was not only 
first in her class, but was likewise 
made Senior and Grand Champion, this 
honor for both males and females 
going to the get of Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad, Jr. It is worthy of note 
that as a 3-year-old in 1913, this young 
cow won first at the same exhibition. 
Stone & Son had a remarkable exhibit 
of the get of King Lyons 3d, who was 
not exhibited this year. In the senior 
bull calf class, with eight entries, the 
get of his bull won Ist, 2d and 2d, 
and likewise first in the junior bull 
calf class. In the class for “get of 
sire,” these youngsters were given 
first, even though two Grand Cham- 
pions were included in another com- 
bination. The “get” of King Cornu- 
copia Sadie Vale won 2d prize, these 
including four 1st prize winners. 

Mr. Nye won a total of $698. in prize 
money: Messrs. Stone & Son $163 
(nothing other than the yearling 
classes), and Mr. Carrier $125.; while 
Messrs. Gallup & Warner, with only 
One entry won a fourth place. 

Mr. W. D. Robens, of Poland, N. Y., 
who judged Holsteins at this exhibi- 
tion last year, placed the ribbons again 
this year and gave universal satis- 
faction. A much greater amount of 
popular interest seemed aroused by

Two Sales Postponed 


L. M. Wakeley, Secretary of the 
McHenry Co. Breeders’ Association, 
advises that the McHenry County Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Second Annual Sale 
scheduled for October 28, 1915, at 
Woodstock, Ill., has been indefinitely 
postponed, on account of the food and 
mouth disease quarantine. 





Before you bring your cattle into 
winter quarters is a good time to make 
sure that your stable has sufficient 
provision for sunlight and fresh air. 
Germs of disease do not linger in the 
sunshine. It is not an expensive prop- 
osition to install more windows, and 
to put into operation one of the sim- 
ple, effective ventilating systems. 
Healthy cows are more profitable pro- 
ducers, as well as more salable. Can 
you afford to overlook the subiect? 
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On another page will be 
found a list of the lead- 
ers in each division for 
both milk and butter, as 
far as reported by Supt. Gardner, i. e., 
covering the period from the begin- 
ning of the year, May i, to June 12, 
less than a month and a half. A com- 
parison of the records of these lead- 
ers with the leaders for the past offi- 
cial year brings out some very inter- 
esting facts. 

In the first place the 1915-16 lead- 
ers would have won 19 of the 56 first 
prizes offered last year—over a third 
of the entire number. Ten of these 
would be awarded on the Butter and 
nine on the Milk, showing that this 
remarkable advance is uniform and 
normal. In the eight months after 
calving division, world’s butter rec- 
ords have already been broken five 
times (and once more not yet re- 
ported), and five of the present lead- 
ers surpass last year’s winners. 


The Start 
for 1915-16 


In the semi-official yearly division. 


two of the present leaders have brok- 
en world’s butter records by very 
wide margins, and. one a world’s milk 
record, while three other leaders 
would have won respectively second, 
third and..fourth . places in their 
classes. 

These facts in addition to being mat- 
ters of interest to every Holstein man, 
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have a special significance as an in- 
dication of the progress being made 
by the breed as a whole. Results like 
those shown above do not come by 
chance, They are the result of the 
development of the individual cow to 
a greater degree of efficiency thdn 
ever before, and likewise of increased 
knowledge on the part of the man be- 
hind the cow, enabling him .to bring 
out the best in each of his charges. 
In considering thése results the fact 
must not be lost sight of that the 
greater part of these records were 
made during the hot weather of late 
spring and early summer; that the 
season of 1915-16 is really just com- 
mencing. To the World this showing 
is vastly encouraging. It augurs well 
for the greatest year in Holstein his- 
tory.

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Present Status of Investigations 
of Foot and Mouth Disease 


(Continued from issue of Sept. 11.) 
Through the efforts of the Minister of 
Agriculture numerous’ experiments 
have been undertaken on a practical 
scale during the lasc two years with 
this serum, which had been prepared 
at the Experiment S.ation at Riems, 
and had been tested as to its strength. 
The inoculations were made by the 
official veterinarians in the western, 
eastern and central parts of Prussia. 
The course of some outbreaks of the 
disease was slow and mild and with- 
out loss; of others, more active and 
causing great damage. These inves- 
tigations have shown beyond any 
doubt the practical usefulness of the 
serum. 

The director-president from Kassel 
gives the following report: “The in- 
jection has proved to be an excellent 
means for fighting foot-and-mouth di- 
sease. With its help it was possible to 
eradicate the disease in two months 
in the heavily infected region of Fritz- 
lar.” 

In another report we learn: “The 
disease, which established itself and 
spread very rapidly up to the day of 
injection, stopped suddenly although 
there were many exposed farms. At 
the places where the protective in- 
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jections were made there existed an 
unmistakable tendency of the course 
of the epidemic to spread out toward 
these very portions of the village, as 
was clearly shown by the later attack 
of the less exposed farm No. 96. The 
same observations are true of the re- 
gion of farm No. 63 which was later 
attacked. Everywhere there was a 
failure of the infection to spread af- 
ter protective injections in freshly in- 
fected or closely neighboring farms.” 

Time permits me to cite only a few 
examples of the numerous reports, all 
of which prove the value of the se- 
rum in unmistakable manner, An in- 
vestigation was conducted on heavy 
oxen, five to nine years old, and weigh- 
ing 1500 pounds, by the district veter- 
inarian, Oppermann, in Amfurt. Sev- 
en oxen received 100 c. c., seven 150 
c. c., and six 200 c. c. of the serum. 
They were then placed among ani- 
mals which were just passing through 
a severe attack of the disease. The 
result was as follows: All the ani- 
mals that received 100 c. c. of the se- 
rum became sick, but the sickness was 
very light, some even having no fe- 
ver. However, the dose of 100 c. c. 
of the serum was not sufficient to pro- 
tect against the infection. Among the 
animals that received 150 c. c. of the 
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serum one became ill. It developed 
sore places on the upper jaw, but suf. 
fered only a light attack. The re 
maining six animals which had re 
ceived 150 c. c. remained entirely well, 
as did the six animals which had re. 
ceived 200 c. c. 

In case of the swine and sheep, 
the disease was brought quickly to a 
standstill through the injection of the 
serum. 

While for adult cattle 200 cc. and 
for calves 50-100 cc. are required, for 
swine, sheep and goats 20 cc., for 
lambs and little pigs only 5 cc. are 
necessary to protect them against al- 
most certain death. There is no long- 
er any basis for a doubt as to the 
efficiency of the serum. The one diffi- 
culty which so far limits the general 
use of the serum is its relatively high 
qpst, due to the manner of prepara- 
tion. Since the multiplication of the 
infectious agent takes place only in 
the body of animals, the diseased 
lymph to be used in increasing the 
potency of the serum furnished by 
cattle must be obtained from swine. 
The amount of the lymph which an 
infected hog can produce is extreme- 
ly variable, ranging from a fraction of 
one cc. to 20-30 cc. It requires, there- 
fore, a large number of swine, and 
moreover of swine of valuable race,

The amount of serum which is 
obtained from one ox is also not very 
great, amounting on the average to 
about 10 liters (10 quarts.) The price 
of one liter of serum was fixed at 100 
marks ($25.) by the Minister of Agri- 


culture. The protecting injection of 
cattle costs about 20-30 marks ($5-$7.- 
50); for a sheep or hog, about 2 marks 
(50c); for lamb or pig, about % mark 
(12c). If we could cultivate the vi- 
rus artifiicially the serum could be 
produced at a much lower price. 
Mention might be made of the very 
numerous investigations which have 
been undertaken to determine as to 
whether it is possible to arrest the 
outbreak by so-called active immuni- 
ty as is done in the case of smallpox 
among human beings. Such an active 
immunity may be brought about in 
various ways, particularly with virus 
the activity of which is so reduced 
or weakened in any way that it is 
able to cause only a mild form of the 
disease in the vaccinated individual. 
A protective vaccination (with the 
germ of foot-and-mouth disease) by 
which the vaccinated animals are 
made only lightly sick is not to be 
considered, both because an animal 
with a light case may be injured if, 
for example, it develops a single vesi- 
cle on the tongue, and because the 
disease can be widely spread by such

slightly sick animals. An active pro- 
tective inoculation in case of foot-and- 
mouth disease can only be considered 
when it can be brought about by im- 
munizing without bringing on any di- 
sease. It is possible so to weaken the 
lymph by storing it in an ice box 
that it will not-make a susceptible 
animal sick. It has further been shown 


that when valuable protective serum 
is mixed with lymph in certain definite 
proportions, the mixture will exert an 
immunizing influence. Nevertheless, 
these procedures which appeared in a 
way full of promise had to be given up, 
first, because in working with the liv- 
ing disease germ under certain condi- 
tions in practice it can bring about

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unwished for infections; second, be- 
cause through such a protective vac- 
cination a relatively weak protection 
is obtained and only through gradual- 
ly increasing injections of very viru- 
lent lymph in the course of weeks can 
the protection be increased to the 
point needed in practice. The pro- 
duction of a sufficiently high degree 
of protection consumes a relatively 
long time. By the direct injection 
with immune serum, on the other 
hand, protection is obtained immed- 
iately. The danger of spreading the 
disease by protective inoculation is 
entirely excluded. 

In conclusion I should mention very 
briefly the attempts to protect healthy 
and heal very sick animals by chemi- 


cal means. Although the number of 
substances recommended for’ use 
against foot-and-mouth disease is 


large, yet so far not one of them 
has withstood careful investigation. 
As yet no effective and specific chem- 
ical substance for use against foot- 
and-mouth disease has been found to 
be of value in practice, neither atoxyl, 
nor salvarsan, nor aphtenosol, nor 
aphtinin, nor chinarsanil, nor bacillol, 
nor formalin, nor pyoktanin, nor eu- 
guform, which has been so conspicu- 
ously advertised in the newspapers. 
About a year ago I gave an address 
before the German Agricultural soci- 
ety on foot-and-mouth disease and in 
the discussion which followed the ad- 
dress an owner gave the results of a 
very interesting experiment. In his 
barns containing about seventy head 
of cattle the disease broke out. He 
divided the animals into three groups; 
one part was not treated in any way,

the second part was treated with eugu- 
form according to the directions of 
Professor Hoffman, and the third part 
was injected with serum obtained 
from the Minister of Agriculture. All 
the animals were carefully watched, 
the production of the milk of each 
animal was accurately determined, and 
the experiment was “controlled by the 
official veterinarian. The result was 
that the disease took the usual course 
in the case of the animals which had 
not been treated and the animals 
treated with euguform were very 
much worse. The continued treat- 
ment disturbed the animals very much, 


‘and the milk production was very 


much restricted. In the case of the 
animals treated with the serum the 
course of the disease was very mild, 
and no reduction in the milk flow was 
noted. A number of the animals did 
not become ill although all were in- 
fected. In short, the results showed 
that the serum alone showed favor- 
able results. 

The protective serum is the only 
specific substance available to com- 
bat the causal agent of foot-and-mouth 
disease. It has no bad effect, and is 
not dangerous, but it is somewhat ex- 
pensive. It is to be hoped that in time 
it can be more cheaply prepared to 
that its remarkably good effects in 
fighting this disease can be widely 
utilized. os
